PARNELL’S WILL. 


GENERAL BELIEF THAT HE DIED INTESTATE— 
IRISH PARTY AFFAIRS. 

Lorpowr, Oct. 17.—There is intense public 
curiosity to learn whether or not Parnell left 
a Will. The general belief among those most 
familiar with his affairs is that he died in- 
testate. In any rate, no will has been found. 
So far as is known, Parnell had 
been subjected to very heavy expenses 
lately. Even before the split in the 
Irish party occurred, he had spent almost 
every dollar he could raise for mining experi- 
ments in gold on his Wicklow estate. Never- 
theless, taking Avondale and other realty 
in consideration he has left quite enough 
property for his relatives to squabble over. 
His wife, of course, has plenty of money in 
her own right, but there are numerous poor 
relatives in Ireland. 

The SunDaY Posr-Drisraren Brighton report- 
er telegraphs to-day that Mrs. Parneli’s 
health is gradually inproving. When restored 
she intends makingatrip on the continent. 
She has no intention of going to Ire- 
land yet to visit her husband’s 
grave. When she does go it will be under an 
assumed name, and every endeavor will be 
made to escape public attention. 

Inthe event of no will of Parnell’s being 
found the estate will be wound up by his 
London solicitors. Parnell's mother is en- 
titled to nothing from her son’s estate, unless 
a will is found and a bequest has been made 
to her. 

Nothing has yet been decided about Par- 
nellite candidates for Cork or Kilkenny. Sev- 
eral well-known Parnellites have de- 
clined to stand for Cork until they get 
the unequivocal drift of Irish opinion 
as to whether the continued split in the par- 
liamentary party will be tolerated. Since 
Parnell died the Irish prelates have held two 
private conferences in Dublin, with a view 
of clearly defining the posRion ofthe Catho- 
lic Church. Several resolutions were suUg- 
gested, but none adopted. 

The SUNDAY PostT-DIsPaTCH correspondent 
is informed on reliable authority that vigor- 
ous discussion occurred regarding the pres- 
ent political situation in which Dr. Odwyer, 
Bishop of Limerick, who thougha strong 


anti-Parnellite, refused last spring to 
Sign the Bishops’ formal pronounce- 
ment against Parnell. He made 


a strong speech, protesting against the 
conduct of his brother prelates, especially 
Archbishops Walsh and Croke. Dr. Odwyer 
declared that the sanction given by some 
Catholic prelatesto the attacks of obscure 
newspapers and the speeches of the anti- 
Parneiiites was Gegrading to the Catholic 
religion. Dr. Odwyer, ft is reported, urged 
thatthe priests should in future confine 
themselves to their religious duties and 
threatened to make serious representations 
to Rome if they supported further the fac- 
tional gut.

Parnell and Annie Besant are cousins.

One of the signs indicating the progress of 
events is the announcement that a French 
labor bureau has been organized upon 
American and English lines, and is now in 
operation in Paris, The object of the bureau 
je to collect and arrange statistics and in- 
formation relative to capital and labor, 
strikes, etc., for the use of the government 
and the public at large. The Municipal 
Council of Paris will soon open what ts called 
a Labor Exchange, which will probably pre- 
cipitate a struggle for its control between the 
council and the trades unions. It is in- 
tended that this exchange shall regulate all 
matters relating to wages. 

The Rochdale statue of John Bright has 
been completed by Mr. Hans Thornycroft 
and wil ve in its place in front of the Town 
Hall for unveiling next Saturday. The figure, 
which is over 9 feet high, is in bronze and 
represents Mr. Bright in ordinary morning 
attire. He isin the act of speaking, with the 
right band slightly outstretched, whilst the 
left holds some notes. The grand leonine 
head is admirably modeled, the firmness of 
the face is well caught, and the natural ac- 
tion of the whole figure is capitaily rendered. 

An interesting discussion will be held at 
the National Liberal Club on Tuesday even- 
ing, Oct. 27, when, Lord Monksweill presiding, 
the Rev. S. A. Barnett of St. Jude’s, White- 
chapel, will read a paper on the needs of East 
London. Itis his hope that the discussion 
which is to follow his paper will not prove a 
barfen one, but that some of those present 
will subsequently form themselves into a 
committee and will undertake some practical 
work in the East End, where so much misery 
and suffering prevail. 

There was a lively scene in Woburn place 
this afternoon when the gates with which 
the Duke of Bedford bas blocked the public 
thoroughfare through his property were 
thrown Open forever. The County Council 
recently declared that the gates were leg al- 
ly maintained and ordered them removed 
to-day. The Duke strenuously protested, 
as by the maintenance of the gates he had, 
as he believed, prevented the allenation of 
the street to publicuse. An immense proces- 
sion of cabs, carts, brakes, Grays, barrows, 
etc., poured through the newly opened ave- 
nue as if to show the exultation of the public 
at the defeat of the powerful Duke’s claim.

The Mission of Russian Explorers 
and Their Cossacks.

ENGLAND’S RECENT ALARM WITHOUT 
GOOD CAUSE. 4 


Roumania Fears the Muscovite Army 
Means to Cross the Pruth-—Operations 
Along the Border Keenly Watched at 
Vienna Arming the Bosnian Contin- 
gent — The Socialist Oongress at Er- 
furt — Italians Apprehensive Over the 
Pope’s Declaration. 


London, Oct. 17.—RBight Hon. sir M. k. 
Grant-Duff, President of the Royal Geograph - 
ical Sopiety, in an intefview to-day on the 
subject of the so-called new aggression of 
Russia in Pamir said: There is no necessity 
for the scare that is being raised about Prince 
Galitzsky and the explorer Grombtchevsky 
and their Cossacks, or the Pamir. In 
the first place the origin of the 
travelers’ visit has been well known to the 
society. After Prjevaisky’s lamented death 
the Geographical Society of st. Petersburg 
very sensibiy decided that the best method of 
commemorating one of the greatest explorers 
of the century would be to All up the gaps in 


his explorations and complete our 
knowledge of Central Asia geogra- 
phy. When carefu Grawn up dy 


experts belonging to society and ulti- 
mately three series of expeditions working 
simultaneously along different lines were or- 
ganized and dispatched in 1687. One was un- 
der Col. Potsof? and worked mainly in the 
South towards the Thibet, the second under 
the brothers Groumsx Grismashalo, took, 
roughly, the region running along the most 
westerly line of the three. All returned 
to St. Petersburg during last year, read elab 
orate papers before the Geographical Society 
and spent a few months preparing the re- 
ports before starting again. There can be 
no question, therefore, about the object of 
the expedition which has brought Gromb- 
tchevesky and Galitesky on tothe little Pamir 
and created so much excitement in London. 
Grombtchevsky, like all Russian explorers, 
has a considerable escort under the com- 
mand of Prince Galitesky. .These escorts 
have always been incidents of Russian ex- 
ploration in Asia and the consequence is that 
Russian explorers hot only commonly reach 
their goal, but owing to the security 
they enjoy, bringing back more informa- 
tion than others. Grombtchevexy’s escort, 
of which so much Is heard, is only the escort 
he had on his expedition last year, and the 
same as the other two expeditions working 
further east have. 

If, then, asis quite clear, Grombtchev- 
sky is exploring, he would maturaliy be be- 
yond the Russian frontier, and this is made 
the main charge against him. But so is 
Capt. Younghusband beyond the British 
frontier. If the Russian officer was in the 
Pamir, the British officer must have been 
there. We know Grombtchevsky's object, 
for it is written large in the proceedings of 
the St. Petersburg Geographical Society. 
But what is Capt. Younghusband and his lit 
tle party doing? He bas now 
been for some montns fluttering 
between Kashgar and Yarkand and has 
with him officers who speak Chinese and 


other languages of the region and 
his movements generally are very 
peculiar unless one has the key, 


which, however, the public has not. As for 
the Russians expelling Capt. Younghusband 
from the Little Pamir,such a story could only 
be believed in India. It could serve no ob- 
ject even if annexation has taken place, but 
would excite peopie in England and India, 
which is just what an officer would not do in 
such circumstances. 

The curious point about the whole matter 
is, that save a summary Of a private ietter 
from Capt. Younghusband, pubiished in the 
London evening papers, which says nota 
word of annexation and reports that the 
Russians had recrossed and left the Pamir, 
we have not had a solitary scrap of substan- 


tial information. A rumor from

THREATENING INVASION, 


RUSSIAN TROOPS MAS6ED ALONG THE ROU- 
MANIAN BOUNDARY. 

Loxrpor, Oct. 17.—Excitement is on the in - 
crease in Roumania in consequence of the 
massing of Russian troops near the Pruth. 
Barracks and towers are everywhere, and 
the long stretch of barren land on the Rus- 
sian side of the stream seems to be converted 
into an armed camp. The Roumanians, al- 
though alarmed, are not afraid. It is said 
that they consider themselves amply capa- 
ble of resisting a Russian advance long 
enough for the other powers tocometo the 
rescue. Bucharest, the capital, isa strongly 
fortified city. It is capable of holding a gar- 
rison of 160,000 men within the cover of its 
great and heavily armed forts. Besides 
there are powerful lines of fortifications that 
the Russians would have to pass, even 


though they should ignore Buchar- 
est. The Roumanian army is being 
thoroughly reorganized, and by next 


spring will be in excellent military condition, 
with the best of arms and equipments, which 
has already been ordered by the Government. 
Even should the attack come now, the Rou- 
manians would show themselves, judging 
from all appearances, as good soldiers as in 
1878, when they fought for Russia against the 


Turk. 
Advices from Vienna say that Russia's 
movements in Bessarabia along the 


Pruth, which separates that province from 
Roumania, are closely watched there. 
The Austrian Reichsrath has now been in ses- 
sion a week without effecting anything im- 
portant, except to increase the severity of 
the laws against the evasion of military con- 
scription, a fact of some interest to Austrians 
who have become residents of the United 
States and to authorize the raising of a per- 
manent military force in Bosnia and Herze- 
govinia. The Bosnians are fine appearing 
soldiers and there is already a volunteer body 
of Bosnian troops. Hereafter the Bosnian 
military system will resemble somewhat that 
of the rest of the Empire. 

In the diplomatic and political world Rus- 
sian affairs are again prominently to the 
fore, and one ofthe most significant features 
of the situation, istobe found in the fact 
that the Russian loan was so readily nego- 
tiatedin Paris, deepite the fact that the 
powerful influence of the great house of 
Rothschild had been thrown against 
its successful negotiation. Some months 
ago it looked as if the Rothschilds 
would be able to defeat the plan of Russia, 
and so far reaching was their influence that 
for a long while French capitalists declined 
to lend their assistance. But recent political 
events in connection with the many public 
demonstrations of good feeling between 
France and Russia have changed the financial 
outlook and French financiers have come to 
the assistance of Russia, anda much larger 
sum has been offered than would cover the 
entire loan several times over. 
of course, this financial success has strength- 
ened Russia immensely in the diplomatic 
field. The results of the interview between 
King Humbert andthe Marquis Di Eadini 
and M. Glers, the Russian Premier, which 
took place at Monza, have been watched for 
with great interest in diplomatic circles, 
whilst the meeting has furnished political 
prophets with abundant material for specu- 
lation. The Russian Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs is one of the ablest and most experienced 
diplomats in Europe, and it is not at all likely 
that he would undertake a junketing tour 
without a serious motive at the bottom. Un- 
questionably the objector this meeting was 
a very important one. Those who profess to 
be informed upon the political site express 
the belief that Russia has undertaken 
to demonstrate to Kine Humbert that 
Italy has much to gain from Russia and as 
cendency inthe Balkan Peninsula, and that 
any extension of Austrian influence in a 
southern direction would be a serious blow 
to the hopes of Italian aggrandizement on the 
eastern shore of the Adriatic. 

Further, that there is nothing in the triple 
alliance which calls for the actual interposi- 
tion of Italy as against Russia, should the 
latter endeavor to carry out her plans 
against Constantinople.

ALL FOR ANNEXATION, 


CANADIAN OFFICIALS ALARMED OVER THE 
CHANGE IN POLITICAL SENTIMENT. 

OTTAWA, Oct. 17.—The radical change in 
favor of political union with the United 
States in Canada gives much anxiety to 
Premier Abbott. Someof the most ardent 
supporters of the late Sir John MacDonald 
have become the foremost promotors of the 
movement. 

A leader in the Tory ranks said to a re- 
porter to-night that, as much as he disiiked 
tom ake the admission, there was no dis- 
puting the fact that the only recourse to save 
Canada from bankruptcy and ruin appeared 
to be political union with the republic to the 
South. He pointed out the failure of the 
Dominion Government to negotiate trade 
relations with foreign countries, their 
missions to South America, Spain, Australia, 
and the West Indies having proved signal 
failures, while the restrictions imposed by 
the United states upon Canadian exports 
promise soon to exclude Canada from those 
markets in which up to now 6 per cent of 
all the Dominion had to sell had been dis- 
posed ot. 

Organizations in every section of the coun- 
try are being completed tolay the case of 
bankruptcy or annexation squarely before 
the people and with what success has been 
shown by the reception the movement has 
met with at Windsor, Belle Riverand other 
pointsin Western Ontario. Dr. Brien, one 
ofthe leaders in favor of political union, 
said, when a member ofthe Dominion Far- 
Uament, just before the last election, that he 
was an out and out annexationist and would 
leave Parliament toannounce his platform. 
Asa Liberalhe did not desire to take the 
initiative step until he was free from his 
party and out of Parliament, so that his 
action could not be attached toithem. 

There are more than 100 seats in Parilia-

NOT HALF TOLD 


The Truth About Russia's Persecur 
tion of the Hebrew Race. 


What the American Commission Learned 
on Their Recent Tour. 


RESULT OF THE INVESTIGATION TO BE 
LAID BEFORE CONGRESS. 


It May Sever the Friendly Relations Now 
Existing Between the Two Countries 
The Czar’s Police Turning Their At- 
tention to German Residente—They 
Will Be Forced to Leave Russian Soil 
~How the Work of Driving Them Out 
Is Progressing at Odessa. 


Lorpos, Oct. 17.—According to Dr. Kemp- 
ster, one of the special commissioners for 
the United States Government, who are over 
here looking up European emigration, less 
than half the truth has been told about the 
atrocious treatment by the Russian Govern- 
ment of the unfortunate Hebrews. Commis- 
sioners Kempster and Shulters have devoted 
a large share of their time and travels to 
Russia, and are preparing a report giving 
the result of their inquiries,which, if they are 
to be believed, are infinitely more startling 
than anything which has yet appeared 


on this subject. Dr. Kempster sails 
for New York next Wednesday by the 
Majestic. Commissioners Powderly and 


Cross are still in Italy finishing their work 
there. They will sall for home in time to 
meet their colleagues in New York next 
month to draft the report to be submitted to 
Congress. 

80 far as thisreport deals with the treat- 
ment of the Russian Hebrews Dr. Kempster 
is unwilling to disclose even the outline of 
the important facts obtained, but he does 
not hesitate to say that they are of a far 
more serious nature than anything which 
has yet been made public, and that when 
they are once made known in America he 
Goes not see how diplomatic relations be- 
tween our Government and Russia can be 
maintained. 

PLAIN FACTS GATHERED. 

The Russian Government will, of course, 
said Dr. Kempster to the Sunpar Poser Dt 
PATCH correspondent, ‘‘deny the charges we 
shall be obliged to make, but we have taken 
nothing from hearsay. We have traveled 
the entire ground, gone at the roots of and to 
all sources of authentic information, much 
of it being furnished by Government officials 
themselves.

He isa people's tribune, but his 
rulings are subject always, of course, to the 
approval of the Russian Government. Not 
long ago an order was issued that no German 
was eligible for the office of President ia 
these villages unless he Kissed the Russian 
Christ or, in other words, had accepted toa 
Certain degree the tenets of the Greek 
Church. As all these Germans are rigid 
Catholics, this order practically amounted to 
the abolition of their official representative, 
The Germans settied in Russia have 
also hitherto been allowed to construct 
their churches; a third and recent order 
compelled them to submit the plans of new 
churches to Hussian officers for approval. 
When these plans were returned it was found 
that they were aitered so as to increase the 
cost from $300 to $4,000, making it impossible 
for poor communities to bulid them. These 
harsh orders come nominally from the police, 
but no doubt the Russian Government is be- 
hind them all.

A Case of Detention and Attempted Mur- 
der—Evans Convicted of the Murder of 
BZ.

EVANS FOUND GUILTY. 


OF E.R. ADAMS GIVEN A TERM 
FOR LIFE. 

GREENCASTLE, Ind., Oct. 17.—The jury in 
the case of Noah Evans, indicted for the mur- 
der of E. R. Adams, at Roachdale, in June 
last, returned a verdict of guilty this 
morning, fixing the punishment at imprison- 
ment for life.

vou?“ Mrs. Evans replied affirmatively, and 
without further ado Evans began firing upon 
Adams, and he continued shooting until sev- 
eral bullets had taken effect. The murderer 
and his wife then re-entered their vehicie 
and drove away, the villagers being too 
much astonished to interfere.

BRUTAL BRADSHAW.

AN ENGINEER DIPS A BOY HEADPOREMOST IN 
A VAT OF VITRIOL. 


TERRYVILLE, Conn., Oct. 17.—A bDrutal 
crime was perpetrated by Engineer James A. 
Bradshaw of the Eagle Lock Co. late Thurs 
Gay afternoon. As he was going through the 
shop he approached W. A. Hough, aged 17 
ears, who was at work cleaning locks at his 
nch, and ordered him to go to another 
partof the shop on an errand. Brad- 
shaw had no authority over the men, 
and the boy, acting onthe advice of the men 
in the room, refused to obey. Bradshaw re- 
ted the command, and on a second re- 
al, picked the boy up in his arms and car- 
rying him to a vatof vitriolin the room 
dipped him in, head downward, several 
times before the employes of the room, too 
horrified to stir at first, could interfere. The 
boys screams were agonizing. His hair was 
all burned off, his scalp was raw, his face 
and neck were horribly burned and both 
eyes were burned out. His recovery is 
doubtful. 

Bradshaw returned tothe engine-room and 
was at once discharged. He walked out of 
the shop unmolested and disappeared. He 
has not yet been arrested. The employes of 
the shop, among whom Hough was a gen.

they find him. Bradshaw is married and is 
85 years old. 


AFTER TWENTY-TWO YEARS. 


A MAN CONVICTED OF THE MURDER OF HIS SON-

Dut he declared that any way he could not 
ue out any information about the saloon 
nsing department. 

In support of this he quoted a section of the 
revised ordinances appiying in reality only 
to merchants and manufacturers, and for- 
bidding the making public of information 
supplied by their application for licenses. 

GAVE NO 8UCH OPINION. 

The Collector stated that he had a verbal 
opinion’’ from the City Counsellor that the 
section also applied to saloon license be- 
Cause saloon-keepers id a certain ad 
valorem tax on their stock. 

City Counselor Marshall states positively 
that he has never given such an opinion.

system and will be expected to represent the people 
of our city, without regard to pwlitics or political 
affiliations. believing as we do that the education of 
our children should not be dependent upon any 
political consideration. 

Resolved. That we demand of our candidates their 
support of the following principles: 

First. The continuance of the system ot free books 
introduced in the first four grades of our schools, 
which has enjoyed such great success in other cities. 

Second. That inasmuch as the board now pays 
four-fifths of the expense of the Public 
Library, we are in favor of, and hereby re- 
gears our representatives in the board to strive 

r the assumption by the board of the entire ex- 

ense connected with the Public Library, thus mak- 
— the use of its books and reading-rootns free to all. 

Third. The positions of assistant teachers are now 
filled almost entirely by St. Louis Normal School 
graduates, members of our own families and we desire 
to express in the most earnest way our confidence in 
and appreciation of their nobie work, and to express 
our contempt and disapproval of any rule or measure 
of the boara establishing an espionage upon our 
corps of teachers. 

Fourth. That they will, if elected, institute such 

changes in the rules of the board as to authorize the 
five Circuit Judges of the City of St. Louls to appoint 
the judges of election in equal numbers from all the 
parties presenting candidates. 
Fifth. That they will institute a system of letting 
out the work of the board whereby all may compete, 
and that to the lowest bidders said work,jbe it new or 
repairs, shall be awarded, 

Sixth. That we condemn the 
large contracts to firms outside of the city 
consider a discrimination against St. 
chants, manufacturers and labor.

SCHOOL -BOARD ATTORNEY STARK IGNORES 


THE HOODLUM PROTEST. 


At noon yesterday a formal protest against 
recognition of the Bain Republican Central 
Committee was filed with Secretary James 
Y. Player of the School Board by the opposi- 
tion faction of that sadly disrdpted commit- 
tee. The ‘‘Hoodlum’’ protest against the 
‘*Silks’ ’’ nominations was duly signed by 
John McFall as Chairman, and C. G. Schoen- 
hard, Jr., as Secretary, ot the committee, 
and went into its argument for 


non-recognition at great length. The pro- 
test quoted the rules under which the special 
committee meeting was held which ‘‘de- 
posed’’ Chairman George Bain and others 
from office in. the Republican Central Com- 
mittee, and which also sanctioned the 
**Hoodlums’’ in declaring Committeeman 
Reinstadtler's seat vacant, and then claimed 
that the nomination of the ‘‘Silks’’ could not 
be recognized as the action of the Republl- 
can Central Committee. It stated also that 
the Republican Central Committee’’ had, 
Oct. 5, formally resolved by unanimous 
to make no nominations for 
Directors to voted 

the ensuing election, and 

that the nominations of the Bain faction 
were not made in faith, but solely for 
the purpose of securing an Official indorse- 
ment of that faction as the regular managing 
committee of the Republican party in the 
city of St. Louis. The protest closed with an 
implied threat thatifthe ‘‘Silks’’’ nomina- 
tions were recognized, the ‘*Hoodlums’’

Two Soldiers Forced to Stand Uncovered 
in the Presence of an Officer in a Public 
Place—Their Complaint Pigeon-Holed— 
The Humiliating Discipline Not Sanc- 
tioned by Army Regulations. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 17.—There is a curious state 
of afairsat Fort Sheridan, where the pri- 
vates of the Fifteenth Infantry, U. 8. A., are 
in quiet revolt against Col. Crofton, the com- 
mander of the post, and his subordinate o- 
cers. On Sept. 21, Privates Nicholas Hart and 
Ulysses S. Ganter of H Company, went into 
Dahl’s tailor shop, outside of the fort. 
While there Capt. Hedberg entered the store 
andthe men gave him the usual military 
sa lute, which was returned. The Captain, 
however, did not think this was showing 
respect enough for his rank, and he ordered 
them to take their hats off and remain bare- 
headed while he wasin the store. They did 
so, to the amusement of the civilian by- 
standers, who guyed them unmercifully. On 
their return to thefort Privates Hart and 
Ganter, believing that Capt. Hedberg had ex- 
ceeded his authority in exacting more than a 
mere formal salute while they were 
outside of the military reservation reported, 
the matter to Col. Crofton, and were told to 
make complaint in writing. They did so to the 
post adjutant, and were rebuked by their 
company commander, Capt. McKibben, for re- 
porting the affair to the Colonel before they 
consulted him. In addition to 
this Capt. McKibben also pre- 
ferred charges of violation of army dis- 
cipline aagainst the privates for speaking to 
the Colonel without his (Capt. McKibben’s) 
permission. This made Ganter and Hart 
very sore, but they smotnered their indigna- 
tion in the belief that Col. Crofton would take 
some action inthe matter. 

Inquiry atarmy headquarters in Chicago 
vesterday showed that no report had been 
made by the Colonel, and the Posr-Disr Aaron 
correspondent went out to the Fort to m- 
vestigate. He saw enough there to satisfy 
him thata private soldier has no chance for 
a fair hearing against an officer, and that 
the lot of Uncle Sam's regular ‘‘sojers’’ is 
not by any means a happy one; at least not 
in the Fifteenth Infantry. A short conversa- 
tion with Col. Crofton developed the fact that 
a post commandant has the power, under 
army rules, to pigeon-hole all complaints, 
and that he is invested with auto- 
cratic privileges.

There 
can be no doubt, however, that the men at 
Fort Sheridan are a most subdued and cowed 
lot of mortals. One reason for this 
is that they are afraid of incurring 
the displeasure of the officers. ‘‘Itis no use 
kicking,’’ said Private Ganter, ‘‘Hart and I 
have both been underacloud ever since we 
complained of Capt. Hedberg. His offense, 
while apparently slight, was really a brutal, 
uncalled- for affair. He spoke to us like he 
would to a dog, and was unbearably rude 
and rough. Had he acted in like manner 
toward a brother officer he would have been 
disciplined.’’

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AN APPEAI, 70 ARMS 
Invader Garza Issues a Proclamation to 
the People of Mexico. 


CALLED TO RISE IN REVOLT AGAINST 
DICTATOR DIAZ. 


A Reward of $80,000 Offered for the Rev- 
olutionist Dead or Alive—He Is Said to 
Be Near the City of Piedras Negras— 
The First Invasion—Sandoval Not in 
the Movement. ‘ 


Sa, ANTONIO, Tex., Oct. 17.—The capture 
of Catarino E. Garza, the leader of the revo- | 
lution now in progress in the northern states 
of Mexico, has not yet been effected, although 
President Diaz has offered a reward of $30,000 
to any one who will take him dead or alive. 
It has been very difficult to secure authentic 
information concerning the movements of 
the bold invaders during the past week, but 
the report reached here late last night that 
he was inthe immediate vicinity of Piedras 
Negras, Mexico, with an army of several 
hundred men, well armed. The Mexi- 
can Government is said to be 
mov ing troops to that section and will make 
every effort to bring the uprising to an end. 
There is great alarm felt among the citizens 
on both sides ofthe Rio Grande border. That 
Garza has not given up his wild undertaking 
is shown by the following manifesto, which 
he has just issued and which is being distrib - 
uted in all the cities of the republic through 
his secret agents. Translated it reads: 

THE PROCLAMATION. 


FELLOW-CITIZENS—Having declared a revolution 
in our country under a standard which represents the 
spirit of the public, I assume for the purpose of set- 
ting forth popular sentiment to make a few observa- 
tions in favor of the sacred cause which we are not 
proclaiming with arms in our hands. None can be 
blind to the despotism, hypocrisy, immorality and 
corruption of the Diaz Government. We Insurrec- 
tionists demand a political organization according to 
the sentiment of the constitution of 1857. A despotic 
government like this, which sustains itself by force 
of arms alone, cannot call itself constitutional, 
and 8 therefore in its blind and criminal 
obstinacy is doomed to de the victim 
of such rebellion as we have commenced, 
until the last drop of free blood in the country 
is shed. We shal! default in the quality of Mexican 
freemen if we delay longer a manifestation of the 
democratic ideas which we nave been entertaining 
in constant fear of arms. 

We bave an illustrious example in ovr neighbor of 
a democratic Republic, which will not admit upon 
its people this absolute reign which sways in all ite 
forms in our dear country. So then, ratifying my 
former proclamations, I call anew upon the Mexican 
people to rise in arms and to observe the following 
orders: 

First—In virtue ofa protestation of Gen. Francisco 
Ruiz Sandoval, as quoted in an American paper, that 
he has no connection with our revolutionary plan. 
Let him be known no longer as the Supreme Chief 
and Director of the war, but instead let it be known 
that whatever citizen can turn the frst three Stctes 
in favor of the revolution shall be such director of 
the war. 

Second—The citizen who can present himself to the 
chief with a following of twenty-five mounted men 
shall receive the commission of Captain of Cavalry. 

Third—The chief, who, having associated himself 
with the plan of revolution, shall violate its ordi- 
mances regulating personal security, liberty and 
property rights, shall be held criminal and sen- 
tenced as one.

CROSSING THE RIO GRANDE. 

Since the crossing of the Rio Grande early 
in September by Garza and his followers, 
whose mission,as proclaimed by their leader, 
was the overturning of the Diaz Government 
in Mexico, the border cities along the river, 
both in Texas and Mexico, have been startled 
by many rumors concerning the fate 
of the revolutionists. The first news 
that came said Garza had met a 
squadron of Mexican cavalry, and after a 
short engagement the invaders were de- 
feated and put to flight with the loss of sev 
oral ot their number. It was also stated that 
Garza had been captured and hanged. But 
this story was soon contradicted by friends 
of Garza, who claimed to have seen him in 
the neighborhood of Laredo with a small 
number of followers heading for Texas soil. 

Nothing definite has since been ascertained 
of Garza’s movements or purposes until the 
issuance of the proclamation given above. 
The country in Northern Mexico is well 
adapted to movements such asthe one now 
being made by Garza and the people are 
always ready to join in any revolt a 
the established Cornet — 

. SANDOVAL OUT OF IT.

Phenomenal Success of the Exposition 
Just Closed. 


ALL YEARS SURPASSED IN POINT OF 
ATTENDANCE EXCEPT 1887. 


Cleveland and the G. A. R. Were Here 
That Season—Figures for the Various 
Years—The Grand Wind-Up Last Night 
—The Exposition Will Start Clear of 
Debt in 1892. 


Last night closed the most successful sea- 
gon the St. Louis Exposition has ever had— 
with the single exception of the year 1887, 
when the attendance was enormous, owing 
to the visit of President Cleveland and his 
wife and the G. A. R. encampment in the city. 
The two years which have always towered 


above all others tn point of attendance were 


this Grand Army of the Republic and Cleve- 
land year, 1887, and the preceding year, When 
the Knights Templar held their triennial con- 
claveinthecity. The Knights Templar year 
has been slightly exceeded, however, by this 
season’s attendance and none of the other 
years approach it. Thefigures for the sea- 
son just closed, with last night’s attendance 
estimated, show that 523,663 people, includ- 
ing visitors, employes, etc., visited the 
Exposition during the forty days it ran. 
The officials of the Exposition state thatthe 
returns will not make a difference of $100 
either way in the estimate of last night’s at- 
tendance, so that the figures already given 
are within 400 or500 of being correct and 
leaves a clear lead for this season over all 


previous years except the G. A. R. year. 
COMPARISON OF FIGURES. 
The figures for the total attendance of the 
various years ofthe Exposition are as fol-

The attendance this year is all the more 
remarkabie when it isjremembered that during 
two or three weeks of September the heat 
was so intense that it kept thousands 
of people away. Besides there 
were no extraordinary outside attractions 
such as the G. A. R., Knights Templar 
or visiting Presidents. President Harrison 
and Secretary Tracy visited here last year, 
yet the figures for this season eclipse those of 
1890 by 20,000. The day President Harrison 
was here last season exceeded in attendance 
the corresponding day this year by over 6,000 
people. The remarkable success of this 
season is largely due to the untiring efforts of 
President Sam Kennardand Manager Frank 
Gatennie. 

The attendance last night 

Before 7 o’clock every seat 
Music Hall was occupied, 
and it was impossible to obtain even stand- 
ing room. In addition to being the closing 
night it was Spanish night and the lower 
boxes on the right side of the stage and a 
number of seats adjoining them were pro- 
fusely decorated with the American, Mexican 
and Spanish colors and were reserved for 
members of the Spanish Club.

PRESIDENT KENNARD’S REMARKS. 

President Kennard then walked out upon 
the stage and thanked the people of St. Louis 
for their generous encouragement and - 
tronage and when he informed them that the 
attendance for this year had exceeded all 
previous seasons except the one year in 
which the G. A. R. and President Cleveland 
and wife were there the vast assemblage 
burst out into tumultuous applause. 

The Exposition, which started out with a 
mortgaged indebtedness of $140,000 and a 
floating indebtedness of $110,000, making a 
total indebtedness of $250,000, will pay off the 
last of its debts from the profits of this sea- 
son, and the Exposition of 1892 will start out 
clearof all debt, the enterprise then being 
owned solely by the stockholders. Mr. Ken- 
nard announced to the audience that Col. 
Gilmore would be here in 1892 and 1898 with 100 
musicians and plenty of new music.

Sir James Fergusson, the new English 
Postmaster-General, who has been ap- 
pointed to succeed the late Mr. Raikes, is one 
of the most experienced of living public 
servants, and his @ years of life (he was born 
in 1881) have been filled in almost every kind 
ofactivity.

LION HUNTING. 


Lord Randolph Churchill’s Graphic 
Description of a Dangerous Chase. 


HE AND CAPT. LEE RIDE INTO A GLADE 
ALIVE WITH LIONS. 


rs | They Were Poorly Mounted and for a 


Time They Were in Great Danger— 
Eventually They Killed One Lioness 
and Wounded Another—Quaggas Ex- 
ceedingly Numerous.

CaPE Town, Sept. 6.—In the preceding let - 
ter I omitted to mention that on the evening 
of our arrival at Lion Camp, while Capt. 
Williams and Iwere preparing the dinner, 
Lee had gone out on foot with his rie and 
had shot at and wounded a sable antelope 
only a short distance from thecamp. This 
buck we started to hunt upon the morning 
of July %. Lee and the boy soon found its 
spoor, but were unable to follow it far, and 
we shortly afterward gave upthe pursuit. 
We then separated, Lee and I hunting toward 
the east, Capt. Williams and the boy going 
south. On this day we were poorly provided 
with horses for hunting purposes. 

I had left my shooting pony, Charlie, a per- 
fectly trained and steady animal, from off 
whose back Ican fire, atthe camp, as I had 
ridden him the previous day, and I was 
mounted ou a strong, but somewhat under- 
bred bay horse, a good roadster, but unsuited 
to shooting or tothe chase. Lee was riding 
a weedy little chestnut pony, which had been 
purchased at Kimberley forthesum of £8. 
Capt. Wililams was mounted ona bay pony 
named the Tortoise, which name sufficiently 
describes him, and the boy bestrode a large, 
raw-boned, cock throppled nag called Nel- 
son. 

But it had never occurred to Capt. Williams 
or to me that anything very wonderful in the 
way of steeds was necessary. We looked up- 
on them merely as conveyances for getting 
over the ground quickerthan we could on 
foot. Since this morning! have come to the 
conclusion that shooting in South Africa, 
unless it is to be accompanied with great 
risk, requires that the sportsman should be 
mounted on a perfectly trained, well bred, 
fast horse, Just as tiger shooting in India re- 
quires a perfectly steady and courageous 
elephant. 

THE LION HUNT. 

For some time, nearly two hours, Lee and I 
wandered on, peering about through the 
bushes, examining spoor, of which we saw 
much, and sometimes conversing ina low 
tone. 

At last we perceived, some distance off, two 
koodoo cows. Weapproached them within 
tolerable range, and both dismounted to 
shoot. Lee got a good shot and struck one of 
the koodoos and galloped afterit. Onar- 
riving at the place where the koodoos had 
been the spoor was examined and much 
blood was found on the We followed 
the track of the wounded animal for some 
space, but had to give itup.

MARKET MATTERS. 
THE PAST WEEK IN THE LEADING CEN- 


A Bearish Turn in Wheat-—The New Crop 


Wheat just now presents a dilapidated and shaky 
appearance. Bull influences have lost their power 
and accumulating supplies have taken their place. 
Tne former bave been worked over and over until 
they have become shopworn and threadbare. The 
trade no longer regards them with appreb ension, but 
do the rapid piling up in supplies in this country, 
which denote the inadequacy of the demand to meet 
the large movement from the country. There is now | 
over 30,000,000 bu in the visible supply of this coun- 
try, and over 32,000,000 bu afloat for Europe. Stocks 
on the Continent are heavy, their home deliveries 
considerable and they ceased buying in the United 
tates some time ago, having already bought as 
much as they could, and it may de said 
at considerable higher prices than now prevail.

ANALYSIS OF THE POPE'S ARGUMENTS. 

The reasons urged in the encyclical in 4de- 
fense of property in land are thus stated: 

That what is bought with rightful property is right- 
ful pase 

That private property in land proceeds from man's 
gift of reason. 

That private property in land deprives no one of 
the use of land 

That industry expended on land gives ownership 
in the laod itself. 

That private property in land has tnesupport of the 
common opinion of mankind, and has conduced to 

ace and tranquillity, and that itis sanctioned by 

vine law. 

That fathers should provide for their children, and 
that private property io land is necessary to enable 
tem to do so. 

That the private ownership of land stimulates in- 
dustry, increases wealth and attaches men to the 
suil and to their country. 

That the right to possess private property in land 
is from nature, not from man; that the State has no 
right te abolish it, and that to take the value of land 
ownership in taxation would be unjust and cruel to 
the private owner. 

These reasons are examined in separate 
subdivisions, the points made by the Pope 
being met on both moral and economic 
grounds. Here area few samples of the 
manner of treatment: 

BUYING SLAVES DOES NOT GIVE OWNERSHIP. 

In the first of these subdivisions, itis con- 
tended that purchase and sale can not give, 
but can only transfer ownership. The exam- 
ple of slavery is used with great force, and 
by the change of the word land to slave the 
argument of the Pope is shown to be the 
game as that which was the popular defense 
of slavery in the United States. Allusion is 
made to Cardinal Lavigerie’s warrior monks 
in the Sahara, and it is said: 

The Arabsare not wanting inacumen. Your en- 
cyclical reaches far. What salli your warrior monks 
say if when at the muzzie of their rifies they demand 
of some Arab slave merchant his miserable caravan 
he shall declare that de bought them with his sav- 
ings, and producing acopy of your encyclical shall 
prove by your reasoning that his slaves are con- 
sequently only his wagesin another form. and 
ask if they who bear your blessing and own your 
authority propose to *‘deprive him of the liberty of 
disposing of his wages and thusof all hope and pos- 
sibility of increasing his stock and bettering his con- 
dition in life?’’ 

REASON AND OWNERSHIP. 

In the second subdivision itis granted that 
private ownership does attach to things pro- 
vided by man’s reason and forethought, but 
it is denied that it can attach to things pro- 
vided by the reason and forethought of 
God.’’ The principle is thus illustrated: 


Let us suppose a company travels through the desert 
as the Israclites traveied from Egypt. Such of them 
as had the forethought to provide themselves with

SOCIALISM NOT RADICAL. 

The vice of socialism is asserted to be its 
want of radicalism, its tendency to tyranny. 
Mistaking effects for causes, and childishly 
blaming the stone for hitting it, it wastes 
strength in striving for remedies that when 
not worse are futile. Associated though it 
isin many places with Democratic aspira- 
tion, yet its essence is the same delusion to 
which the children of Israel yielded when 
against the protest of their prophet they in- 
sisted on a king. 

After pointing out how these character- 
istics attach to socialism in all its forms the 
different view of the single tax is thus ex- 
plained: 

WHAT SINGLE TAXERS PROPOSE. 

We have 2 fear of capital, regarding it as the 
natural handmaiden of labor, we look on interest 
in iteelf as natural and just; we would set no limit 
to accumulation, nor impose on the rich any burden 
that is not equally placed on the r: we see no 
evil in competition, but deem unres tec competi- 
tion to be as necessrry to the health of the industrial 
and social organism as the free circulation of the 
blood is to the health of the bodily organism—to be 
the agency whereby the fullest ‘co-operation is to be 
secured. Wewould simply take for the commuity 
what belongs to the 1 — the value at- 
teaches to land 4 the growth of the community;

SOCIALISM ATHEISTic. 

But the fundamental difference—the difference I 
ask your Holiness spocially to note—is this. Social- 
ism in all its phases looks on the evils of our civilize- 
tion as springing from the inadequacy or inharmony 
of natural relations, which must ‘be artificially or- 
ganized or improved. In its idea there devolves on 
the State the necessity of intelligently organizing 
the industrial relations of men; the Construction, as 
great machine whose complicated parts 
shall properly work together under the direction of 
human intelligence his is the reason why Social- 
ism tends toward Atheism.

This is the reason why to us political economy 
only serves to show the depth of wisdom in the 
simple truths which common ple heard giadly 
from the lips of {him of whom it was said with won- 
der, is not this the carpenter of Nazareth?“ 

And it is because that in what we propose—the se- 
curing to all men of equal natural opportunities for 
the exercise of their powers and the removal of all 
legal restriction on the legitimate exercise of those 
powers—we seethe conformation of human law to 
the moral law, that we hold with confidence not 
merely that thisis the sufficient remedy for all the 
evils yes so strikingly portray, but that it is the only 
possible remedy. 

NO HELP FOR LABOR WHILE PROPERTY IN LAND

analysis of the law of wages and of the re- 
sults of modern invention, and thus carries it 
to its climax:
